To Cabinet 


Proposed Department 
Of Urban Affairs Bill 
To Be Given Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Kennedy says that if his proposal 
for establishment of a new urban 
affairs department goes through 
he’ll name a Negro to his Cabinet 
to head the agency. 
The President told a news con­ 
ference Wednesday the Cabinet 
post would go to Robert C. Wea­ 
ver, a Negro who now heads the 
Housing and Home Finance Agen­ 
cy. 
Kennedy said he would continue 
to nosh for establishment of the 
urban affairs department despite 
a rebuff by the House Rules Com­ 
mittee. It voted 9 to 6 Wednesday 
to block the proposal.

PUNTA DEL ESTE, Uruguay 
(AP)—The United States, blasting 
Cuban and world communism in 
a slashing attack, called urgently

WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Kennedy 
appealed 
today 
for 
prompt bipartisan endorsement of 
his five-year plan to dismantle the 
tariff barriers to a freely trading, 
trillion-dollar 
economic 
partner­ 
ship with Europe. 
“We will prove to the world that 
we believe in peacefully tearing 
down walls instead of arbitrarily 
building them,” the President old 
Congress. 
Repeating requests made in his 
State of the Union Message two 
weeks ago, he asked authority to 
negotiate tariff cuts of up to 50 
per cent on some groups of prod­ 
ucts and complete elimination of 
tariffs on other items. 
His special message on trade 
was studded with assurances that 
the “trade expansion act of 1962.” 
as he titled it, would benefit 
workers, businessmen and con­ 
sumers. It would preserve exist­ 
ing safeguards for domestic in­ 
dustry, he promised. 
But 
the 
government 
should 
stand ready to aid farm and fac­ 
tory workers and companies tem­ 
porarily hurt, Kennedy went on. 
He proposed these as “effective 
and relatively inexpensive” meas­ 
ures, without giving t cost esti­ 
mate: 
For workers left idle—financial 
help for job retraining and reloca­ 
tion, 
along with federal “read­ 
justment allowances” for up to a 
full year at 65 per cent of average 
weekly pay, plus an additional 13 
weeks for those over 60. Unem­ 
ployment compensation, when re­ 
ceived, would be deducted. 
For business firms and farmers 
—federal loans and loan guaran­ 
tees. technical guidance and un­ 
specified “tax benefits” to help 
companies modernize plants and 
diversify products. 
The 5,000-word message spelled 
out many provisions of the sweep­ 
ing proposal to negotiate recipro­ 
cal tariff cuts and, in some cases, 
to eliminate entirely tariff walls 
between 
this 
country 
and 
the 
European Common Market. 
Well aware the bill will be at­ 
tacked by protectionist groups, 
Kennedy urged Congress to over­ 
ride sectional, party and “bloc” 
interests and to preserve the bi­ 
partisan 
support 
for 
a 
liberal 
trade policy which has lasted for 
two decades. 
“(The act) is designed as the 
expression of a nation, not of any 
sii:gle 
faction 
or 
section,”

said. “It is in that spirit that I 
recommend it to the Congress for 
prompt and favorable action.”

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — Ohio 
will ask the U. S. Supreme Court 
to uphold an administration order 
establishing a quota system for ad 
missions to state i n d u s t r i a l 
schools. 
Theodore Saker, first assistant 
attorney general, said today he 
would appeal to the federal court 
from an Ohio Supreme Court de­ 
cision of last Jan. 3 ending a 
f.eeze and quotas on admissions. 
He estimated it might take about 
two weeks to perfect the appeal. 
Saker announced his plans after 
the state court Wednesday refused 
to reconsider its earlier decision. 
That step cleared the way for fur­ 
ther appeal, he explained. 
The state dropped the freeze and 
quota system, ordered by Gov. 
Michael V. DiSalle after the Ohio 
Supreme Court decision. Officials 
said nearly 50 committments from 
juvenile courts have been accept­ 
ed since then. They indicated the 
policy would continue despite the 
appeal. 
Mental Hygiene Director Robert

Signups Near 


Program Heads Seek 
Duplication of 1961 


During tile 
next few 
months, 
grain farmers will be urged to 
“continue to do in '62 what you’ve 
begun in ’61,” according to Galen 
I). Mowery, chairman of the Agri­ 
cultural Stabilization and Conserva­ 
tion County Committee. 
The reference is to the 1961 
feed grain program, which pro­ 
gram workers hope to duplicate 
this year. The advice also is the 
title of a program leaflet which 
will be distributed to feed grain 
growers throughout the County. 
The signup of farmers under the 
1962 feed grain program — and 
also under the wheat stablization 
program for the spring crop — 
will take place during the period 
Feb. 5 through March 30. 
The feed grain pro[$ram for 1962 
crops covers corn, grain sorghum, 
and spring-planted barley. The pro­ 
gram signup for 1962 - c r o p win­ 
ter bailey was held last fall. 
The Chairman listed these prin­ 
cipal features of the 1962 corn and 
grain sorghum program: (I) Vol­ 
untary participation; (2> diversion 
of not less than 20 per cent of the 
base acreage of corn and grain 
sorghum 
(1959-60 average), 
as 
adjusted; (3) compliance with tile 
firm’s barley feed grain base; (4) 
compliance 
with the 
corn and 
grain sorghum base and the bar­ 
ley base for any other farm on 
which the producer shares in tile 
crops; (5) payments — based on 
yields and support prices — to be 
made on 
acreage diverted from 
feed grains to s o i l - conserving 
uses; (6) advance payments — up 
to about half of the total amount 
— made at signup time; (7) price 
support on the normal production 
of corn, grain sorghum, and bar­ 
ley and on oats and rye to be re­ 
ceived only by cooperators in the 
feed grain program.

PARTICIPATION 
in the 1962 
feed grain program for spring- 
planted barley is similar to the 
progam for com and grain sor­ 
ghum. 
Mowery emphasized that grow­ 
ers must file an application to 
take part in the program and then j 
must comply with the program’s 
provisions in order to receive the 
benefits the program offers. Farm ­ 
ers growing the grains who do not 
sign up and participate in the pro­ 
gram will not be eligible for price 
support on their 1962 - crop feed 
grains, he added.

To test the validity of this be­ 
lief, Dr. H. L. Orbach studied the 
relationship between age, religion 
and church activity in a cross 
section of 6,911 adults in the De­ 
troit metropolitan area between 
the ages of 21 and 84. 
His conclusions as reported in 
the publication Geriatrics: 
“ But results have shown that 
the re is no adequate proof to sub 
stantiate the view- that people be 
come more religious as they age 
Studies 
of the relationship be 
tween age and religion do not sup 
port this common view' and sug 
gest that older people’s religious 
behavior is determined by more 
direct social and cultural factors.”

WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Kennedy was at his best Wednes­ 
day, after a series of rather dull 
news conferences, with sharpness, 
humor, and a new kind of tough­ 
ness. 
His relaxed self-assurance was 
like the Kennedy of the early news 
conferences in 1961. 
He plugged for milk and the 
40-hour week and, in showing an 
extremely detailed knowledge of 
government, swiped at Republi­ 
cans and discussed foreign trade, 
censoring the military, and his 
program s in Congress. 
But in 19 years of attending 
presidential news conferences, go­ 
ing back to Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt’s days, this writer has never 
seen a President flatten a report 
er as severely as Kennedy did 
Wednesday. 
He toughened visibly when 
newswoman, bluntly accusing two 
State Departm ent employes of be­ 
ing “ well-known security risks,” 
said they had just been given 
jobs involving security. Upon his 
request she named them. 
He said he had examined the 
men’s records and approved their 
assignments. Kennedy didn’t ask 
the woman to back up her charge 
But he said she should be able 
to do so. 
Then, 
as

through the big auditorium, Ken 
•nody said he hoped the men’ 
characters would not be damaged 
by her statem ent. 
Kennedy moved easily through 
the questioning but it was in the 
political field that he provided the 
biggest surprise. 
Not long before he met the 
press the House Rules Commit­ 
tee, one of the most powerful 
groups in Congress, had refused 
to approve his request for a new 
departm ent of urban affairs and 
housing. 
On this committee there are IO

and

The vote against the new depart­ 
ment was 9 to 6. Four Southern 
Democrats joined all five Repub­ 
licans in turning Kennedy down. 
Kennedy 
blandly 
ignored

fact that on this committee, where 
his Democrats outnumber Repub­ 
licans two to one, the five Re­ 
publicans couldn’t have blocked 
him 
if four 
Democrats 
hadn’t 
joined them. 
Kennedy said he was “ aston­ 
ished” at the Republicans. Then 
he ripped into them but never 
mentioned the desertion of his 
own Southern Democrats. 
What was surprising about it 
was this: He has gone out of his 


way in the past few months to 
woo Republican support for his 
programs. On some of them he’ll 
need such support in both House 
and Senate.

WASHINGTON (A P)—The Ken­ 
nedy adm inistration plans further 
expansion of the federal crop in­ 
surance program . 
In a budget report for the Crop 
Insurance Corporation — which is 
under direction of the A griculture 
D epartm ent — President Kennedy- 
said the past 13 years experience 
provides a sound basis for a m ore 
rapid expansion of the program . 
During the 1962 crop season, in­ 
surance will be offered farm ers in 
896 counties in 38 states. Plans 
call for expansion to 999 counties 
in the sam e num ber of states in 
1963. Last year it was offered in 
847 counties in 38 states. 
The report said it appeared that 
the accum ulated excess of p rem ­ 
iums, along with prem ium s paid 
for insurance on this years crops, 
should be am ple to finance the j 
p r o g r a m without governm ent j 
funds, barring unexpected heavy 
losses from drought, floods and 
other natural disasters. 
Crops on which insurance is be­ 
ing offered include w heat, corn, 
barley, beans, citrus, cotton, flax, 
sorghum , 
grain, 
oats, 
peaches, 
peanuts, 
raisins, 
rice, soybeans 
and tobacco.
